Shown in an extract from the report of an jnspector valuing a certain farm 
for joanimg purposes. In his report, this inspector says: “It 1g badly infested 
with sow tl leas are all the farms in the neighborhood. I have valued 
$1,000 Jess than I would if clean of this weed.’

Disinfeciing Threshing Machines | 
One very essential precaution to be 

taken for the prevention of the 

spread of smut dis@ases of cereals is 
to make certain that the threshing 
machine is ¢ 


in and free from smut 
spores before using it The practice 
in vogue of moving threshing ma 
chines from one farm to another is 
undoubtedly responsible to a consid 
erable extent for the spread of emut 
and its introduction into farms pre 
viously free from the disease 

\ simple and effective method for 
the disinfection — of threshing ma 
chines is recommended in a compre 
hensive bulletin on the Smut Dis 
eases of Cultivated Plants, distribut 
ed by the Publications Branch, De 


partment of Agriculture, Ottawa 


The machine is first thoroughly 


swept inside and out to get rid o 
weed seeds Some sacking or old 
bags immersed in formalin- one 


pound to one gallon of water--are 
then placed inside the machine, and 
all openings closed or covered = so 
hat the evaporating formaldehyde 
will be retained In this way the 
vitality of any smut spores will be 
effectively destroyed while the ma 
chine is travelling from one farm to 
mother After five or six hour of 
this fumigation the inside of the ma 
chine will contain no living smut 
pores The outside of the machine, 
Wagon, racks, implements, ete., may 
be rapidly sterilized by means of an 
ordinary knapsack sprayer filled with 
the formalin solution the whole 
procedure means about half an hours’ 
Sork and costs very little
